Now is the time to plan attractive window displays 
for the approaching holiday trade. The forehanded 
hardware dealer will not wait till the rush begins, for 
then: he will be too busy to do the subject justice. A 
little time and thought expended for this purpose will 
be well spent. 








Tue London Economist states that British capital- 
ists draw an income of $500,000,000 from their for- 
eign investments. During the last fiscal year they paid 
income tax on.$330,300,000, as compared with $195,- 
100,000 twenty years ago. The largest amount is de- 
rived from interest on foreign and colonial govern- 
ment securities and the next largest sum from divi- 
dends and interest from foreign and colonial concerns. 








Tue action of the Bank of England on October 19, 
in raising its rate of discount to 6 per cent, came as a 
distinct surprise to the-speculative markets, and prices 
of stocks and commodities generally declined, but 
metals held’ steady. Copper and tin were especially 
strong. The Bank of England rate has not gone as 
high as 6 per cent since 1899 and only four times in 
the past twenty-five years. 








A COMPARISON of the statistics of the American 
zinc industry at present with those of twenty years ago 
is eloquent of progress. In 1884-5 the American 
production of zinc amounted to 40,688 tons; in 1904-5 
it had increased to 200,000 tons. The imports of block 
and sheet zinc in the former fiscal year were 1,758 and 
930 tons respectively ; in 1994-5 only 342 tons of block 
were imported and 17 tons of sheet. 
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THE rumblings of a demand for higher prices are 
heard all along the line. The cost of raw material is 
high in most branches of manufacture, 
Higher wages are slowly but surely sliding up- 
, ne ward, and the manufacturer has to reck- 
on with expenses hitherto unheard of 
if he wishes to maintain his place in the race. True, 
the demand for all kinds of manufactured goods was 
never so great as now, and factories are crowdec 
to their capacity, but with increased and rising cost 
of labor and material, manufacturers are doing busi- 
ness on a smaller margin of profit than ever before, 
and so it is not surprising that there are distinct signs 
of a movement towards higher prices in many im- 
portant lines of manufacture. 

The proceedings at recent meetings of manufac- 
turers’ associations all over the country have empha- 
sized this point. Few conventions have adjourned with- 
out hearing some argument in favor of higher prices, 
and there is no mistaking the tendency of the times. 
If the laborer is worthy of his hire surely the manu- 
facturer is worthy of his profit. In face of strong 
demand and rising cost increased prices are justified 
by every law of economics. 

In the hardware trade the demand for all kinds 
of winter goods, especially for stoves, ranges and 
heaters, and the accessories thereof, is extremely 
active, most factories being crowded to the limit with 
orders. The volume of business is far ahead of that 
reported at a corresponding period in any former year, 
and manufacturers in many instances are finding diffi- 
culty in securing deliveries of raw material. In some 
cases premiums are being paid for prompt deliveries, 
in addition to the increased cost of pig iron, steel, cop- 
per and other metals. 

In view of these facts a higher level of prices for 
most lines of hardware is expected at an early date. 
In some lines of builders’ hardware, for instance, keen 
competition and advancing cost of material and labor 
hae almost eliminated the manufacturer’s profit, and 
it is highly probable that some concerted action to- 
wards higher prices for these products will soon be 
taken by the factories. The situation is complicated 
as far as the manufacturers of builders’ hardware are 
concerned, by the difficulty experienced in securing 
supplies of sheets and cold rolled stock, many ship- 
ments being delayed, so that the factories are unable 
to make even reasonably prompt deliveries on their 
outstanding contracts. Taking one consideration with 
another, the trend towards higher prices is unmistak- 
able. 








In a recent New York interview Speaker Cannon 1: 
reported to have said, in his plain blunt vernacular, 
Will “‘Infern- that “our infernal prosperity” is to blame 
al’’ Prosperity!" certain conditions of political apathy 

Continue? Which had come under his notice. It 

is not at al! likely that Mr. Cannon 
would seek a surcease of national prosperity, no matter 
how much he may deprecate its effect upon the body 
politic at this time. But to the manufacturer, the job- 
ber, and the retailer throughout the country the ques- 
tions must occasionally arise whether the general pros- 
perity of the past few years is to continue, whether 
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the public confidence in the future is justified, whether 
or not our marvelous progress in all things material 
is to continue unchecked? 

These questions interest capital, because enterprise 
is ever guided by the prospects for the future. They 
interest or should interest labor, because a present 
sense of security may have induced a lack of thrift, 
to be followed by future suffering. They interest 
every American citizen, in every trade and calling, who 
is not built on the plan of the ostrich, with its head- 
hiding habit in times of stress and storm. 

With mills and factories all over the country running 
literally at full blast and manufacturers in nearly all 
lines overwhelmed with orders, there can be no doubt 
that “infernal” prosperity is decidedly on tap. There 
is more employment for labor than ever before and 
no worthy citizen seeks work in vain. 

All the signs of:the times point to a continuance of 
prosperity for the people of the United States. Meas- 
ured by the test of building and construction, the years 
1905 and 1906 have been the greatest in United 
States history, and judging by contracts already made 
for structural steel the coming year bids fair to surpass 
them. As long as this condition exists it spells pros- 
perity, of course, for all branches of the hardware 
trade. 

Unparalleled activity is seen in every department of 
iron and steel manufacture, in many instances the mills 
being buried under orders for delivery throughout the 
néxt six months. All along the line, from the Mesaba 
range to the jobber’s warehouse, the watchword is 
“Rush,” and there is no let-up in sight. 

Perhaps, however, the factor that enters most large- 
ly into confident calculations of the continuance of 
general prosperity is the practical certainty that with- 
in the next few years the electrification of the steam 
railroads must be undertaken. One does not have to 
be a prophet or the son of a prophet to comprehend 
the inevitability of this mighty change in motive pow- 
er. It will employ an immense amount of capital and 
myriads of men. It opens up a splendid prospect to 
both capital and labor and will ensure years of profit- 
able employment for both. America is likely to lead. 
the world in taking this great step forward, as it has 
done in all things electric, and so the chances are 
that for years to come, unless the unforeseen should 
happen, our “infernal” prosperity will continue un- 
abated. 








A FEw days ago a strike was called by union officials 
at the plant of the Scranton (Pa.) Bolt and Nut Com- 
pany. Pickets were posted and all the 
byron soc usual union methods were adopted to 
in Strikes. PTevent the owners from operating any 
department of the works. Then the 
anonymous letter-writer got busy and the president 
of the company found in his mail a scrawl threatening 
his life. The writer coolly informed him that the 
strike must be settled, of course in favor of the union, 
or he was a doomed man. 

Like many another employer who has been a target 
for the poisoned shafts of miserable anonymity, the 
president of the Bolt and Nut Company paid little at- 
tention to the threat, and tried to forget it. But the 
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families and friends of employers thus assailed see 
good cause for worry in such incidents, and every 
effort should be made ‘to detect and punish the mis- 
creants who perpetrate such anonymous outrages. The 
Scranton case is but a specimen of many similar occur- 
rences. Sometimes the threatening letter-writers and 
those who aid and abet them have driven manufactur- 
ers to seek new locations, a consummation not always 
to be wished. 








For A country that is universally regarded as de- 
voted to free trade, Great Britain manages to scrape 
together a respectable sum from customs 
duties. In the fiscal year, 1905, these 
duties on imports amounted to the large 
sum of £33,505,444 or approximately 
$164,000,000. The British customs duties are levied 
almost entirely on articles regarded as luxuries which 
are not produced in the British Isles, in contradistinc- 
tion to the protective policy of other nations, which tax 
imports of such articles as are produced at home. 

The articles which yield most to the British revenue 
through the custom-house are, in the order of their 
productiveness, tobacco, tea, sugar, spirits, and wines. 
Imports of tobacco in 1905 added over $65,000,000 to 
the national income: Tea yielded $36,000,000 and to 
sweeten the cup that cheers duties amounting to $26,- 
000,000 were paid on sugar. Imported spirits of all 
kinds paid about $17,000,000 duty and imported wines 
about $10,000,000. 

Smuggling in a petty way is still carried on around 
the British coasts, necessitating a close watch by the 
customs authorities. There were 3,797. seizures of 
smuggled goods last year and 2,362 smugglers were 
fined. 


Ir American merchants and manufacturers are to 
enjoy any very great share of the far eastern trade, 
especially that of Japan, they must be 
up and doing. The Japanese people en- 
ter into most minute and accurate exam- 

Trade. ination of machinery, appliances, and 
merchandise generally, and this characteristic indi- 
cates the importance of sending expert representa- 
tives to Japan in order to secure and hold the trade of 
that country. 

Japan is doing its best to expand into a manufac- 
turing country and every effort is being put forth by 
its government and people to develop its industries so 
that Japan may become a great manufacturing center 
for oriental markets. It has been said that the high- 
way of American commerce to the Orient leads 
through Japan, and American manufacturers will do 
well to make a careful investigation of Japanese con- 
ditions and opportunities.

“UNDER the name of “extruded” metal a new form 
of pressing is reported as having been exhibited at the 
recent convention of American Railway Master Me- 
chanics. The process in question consists in forcing 
hot metal through a die, this method allowing the 
production of many intricate and fancy shapes, as well 
as of bars and rods with a high degree of strength and 
tenacity. Architectural moldings, it is said, can also 
be effectively made by this process. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES. 
Among the woes of every employer of labor may be 
counted the tendency of the average workman to re- 
port late and charge full time. This difficulty is en- 
countered on both sides of the Atlantic, and at a 
recent meeting of the English Institution of Heating 
and Lighting Engineers an employer of many men 
addressed himself to the subject thus: 


We were recently struck by the unfailing punctual- 
ity of our men according to the time sheets sent in by 
them. We happened to find out that in one or two 
cases the men did not arrive at the time stated, so we 
sent to all our jobs in London, and found that several 
other men were overcharging their time. It does not 
take much calculation to see that if 150 or 200 men 
overcharge six or seven hours a week, the employer is 
very soon hundreds of pounds out of pocket. 

It is not easy to rise every morning at five o’clock 
and journey across London in order to get to a job in 
time, and if a man is sometimes late no complaint need 
be made, but to charge for such time is little short of 
theft. 

We must trust our men for them to trust us, and in 
my opinion it is a very miserable business to go to a 
job like a detective to see if the men are at their work. 


The word “Chicago” or “New York” can be sub- 
stituted for “London” in these remarks without af- 
fecting their truthfulness and common sense.

One happy hardware retailer was to be found the 
other night holding a reception in his store on “das 
lieber Halsted street, by the West Side” of Chicago. 
Rejoicing in the name of Jacob Newman, he was as 
one risen from the dead, a new man in very deed. 
He had had the distinguished privilege of being re- 
ported dead in San Francisco—murdered at that— 
and his wife had gone as far as Denver with laudable 
intent to bring his body home. But somebody had 
blundered, of course a friend, and the report of New- 
man’s supposed assassination, dished up to the weep- 
ing wife with all manner of lurid details, simply 
lacked the important factor of truth. The veracious 
newspaper which gave publicity to the friend’s story 
of Mr. Newman’s death took Friend Bernstein’s word 
for it, and Bernstein supposed that Newman was dead 
because he failed to keep an appointment with him in 
San Francisco after the two had- breakfasted to- 
gether. 

If the story had read that Mr. Hardware Newman 
and his friend Bernstein lunched together, or dined 
together, or supped together, even I—simple, in- 
genuous, unsuspicious creature that I am—might have 
suspected that the pair had burned up a few steins, so 
to speak. But inasmuch as Bernstein’s pipe dream of 
Newman’s death followed a San Fraricisco breakfast, 
the question arises in my unsophisticated mind, What 
in the name of the great steel range did they have for 


breakfast ?

Every once in a while, you may have noticed, some 
space writer in need of a little ready change takes a 
peep into the future and gives an imitation of Ed- 
ward Bellamy in his famous specialty entitled “Look- 
ing Backward.” It has often occurred to me that 
these self-appointed seers serve a useful end. Their 
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little prophetic stunts indicate a certain amount of 
broad-mindedness and may possibly help to breach the 
wall of conservatism that is eternally opposed to prog- 
ress. By predicting wondrous changes in the more 
or less remote future they prepare the public mind 
to accept novelties as improvements and help to re- 
move the stick-in-the-mud impression that whatever is 
is right. 

I am led to these serious reflections by the perusal 
of some recent lucubrations of a Chicago writer, which 
appeared under the modest heading “One Hundred 
Years Hence,” and included some remarks on heating 
and ventilating, of which more anon. What self-suffi- 
ciency there is in such predictions! Just imagine the 
case of a man a hundred years ago writing in similar 
vein—and I suppose there were some such. Would he 
have guessed the invention of the steam engine, of 
telegraphy, of the electric light, of any of the varied 
uses of electricity that have metamorphosed civilized 
life since then? Not a bit of it. He would have me- 
andered ahead dreaming of sublimated stage coaches 
and improved oil lamps. 

And so it is to-day. The dreamer of 1906 is about 
as likely to be right in his ideas of what is to be in 
2006 as he who dreamed a hundred years ago of twen- 
tieth century possibilities. But there is one thing sure 
about them both. Neither could by any possibility 
verify his predictions. Dead men can’t check up their 
prophetic tales.

To return .to the writer of “One Hundred Years 
Hence,” here is his prediction as to what will happen 
in the line of heating and ventilating. “The homes 
of the people,” he says, “will be equipped with every 
imaginable contrivance for health and comfort,” for 
which posterity ought to be duly grateful. “The sys- 
tem which, by means of the thermostat and the venti- 
lating apparatus, with slight attention maintains an 
even temperature in the office buildings of the present 
time, no matter what the weather conditions without 
are, will have been vastly improved upon. As a re- 
sult heating in winter and cooling in summer will be 
absolutely automatic.”

Then our prophet proceeds to open up a delightful 
prospect for the hardware man, for the dishes of our 
great-great-grandchildren will be of “some unbreak- 
able material’—hardware, of course. “Clothing will 
be washed by machinery, and dishes also, if indeed 


~such work will not be done in great public laundries 


and kitchens. But, perhaps, the housewife will prefer 
to have such cleaning done at home. In that case it 
may be possible for her at the close of every meal to 
take the tablecloth by the four corners and empty its 
contents, made of some unbreakable material, into a 
chute. Down through this passage the dishes will 
clatter, subjected the while to streams of hot water 
and jets of steam, into the basement, where some me- 
chanism will be ready to catch them, dry them, and 
send them back to the cupboard all clean and shining 
for the next meal.” 

Speed the day when our dishes are of hardware and 
washed by a mechanical Bridget. Oh, that we could 
live in the next century!

FOREIGN IRON COMING IN. 





Conditions of the iron industry have reached such a 
pass that importations of foreign metal are not only in- 
vited, but demanded to keep the wheels of industry 
humming. Contracts for between 30,000 and 40,000 
tons of English and Scotch have been placed and 
freight room engaged for three cargoes foundry, or 
15,000 tons, while upward of 6,000 tons of Scotch 
iron is coming in small lots by the regular transatlantic 
lines, says the New York Journal of Commerce. About 
half of the tonnage under contract is for pipe works 
and agricultural implement manufacturers who have 
export contracts for finished material; the other half 
will go into castings for domestic consumption. 

No improvement is being made, apparently, in de- 
liveries of domestic iron on contracts, and difficulties 
are certain to increase as the winter season advances. 
Hence larger importations are almost certain. Sales 
of foreign iron have been made in small lots not only 
for consumption on the Eastern seaboard, but for ship- 
ment to the Pittsburgh and Buffalo districts. 
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SCHILL’S PRIDE BASE BURNER. 








In an earlier issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN a 
detailed description of Schill’s Pride hard coal base 
burner was given, with an exhaustive review of its 
outlines, exterior beauties and excellences. To the 
extent possible without the aid of diagram plates the 
peculiar inner construction was considered and ex- 
plained. We take occasion now to go into the matter 
of the inner details in connection with the diagram 
plates thereof. Plate 1 herewith, a vertical section 
diagram, shows the manner of hanging the firepot and 
the formation and location of the magazine. It also 
shows the shape, comparative size and general location 
of the ventiduct, with arrows indicating the entry, the 
course and the outlet of the hot air system. It will be 
understood that a double heating upper pipe collar 
thereto provides for conducting the ventiduct heat to 
an upper apartment. Fig. 2, a horizontal cross section 
at the upper firepot rim, indicates the location of the 
ventiduct between the up and down back fire flues. 
Fig. 3, a horizontal cross section view of the base, 
shows the large ovaled opening through the base plate 
through which the ventiduct receives its air supply, 
the location of the main back heat and smoke flues 
and the arrows show the course in the base of the 
products of combustion. The letter B indicates the 
narrowest limitations of the cold air inlet, and the let- 
ter Y the comparative size and location at the point 
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indicated of the back hot air flue or ventiduct. In 
the base equipment the wide ovaled separation brings 
the base flue to a capacity equivalent to those of the 
up and down back main flues and thus forces the hot

One of Nature’s noblemen departed this life last 
Monday night, October 22, when Auguste J. Cordier, 
president of the Lalance & Grosjean Manufacturing 
Co., New York, died at his home in Woodhaven, L. I. 
He suffered a stroke of apoplexy on the previous 
Wednesday and never recovered consciousness after 
the shock, though his death came as a distinct surprise 
to all his friends, associates and acquaintances. The 
funeral took place at 2 o’clock Thursday from the 
Woodhaven residence and the large attendance was a 
notable expression of the perfect esteem in which Mr. 
Cordier was held by all who knew him and especially 
by those who had the privilege of being associated with 
him in business or of serving him as emploves. The

interment was in Greenwood cemetery, the remains 
being followed thither by a great concourse of mourn- 
ing friends. The New York offices of the company at 
19 Cliff street and also the branch houses in Chicago 
and Boston were closed for the day out of respect to 
the memory of the beloved president. 

Auguste J. Cordier was born in the city of New 
York on February 27, 1854, and had been connected 
for forty years with the Lalance & Grosjean Manu- 
facturing Co., having worked up from the lowest to 
the highest position on its staff and having been an 
important factor in the enameled ware industry for 
many years. He entered the employ of the company 
in 1866 as an office boy and by diligence and loyalty 
in the performance of his duties gained steady promo- 
tion. He was made successively entry clerk, city 
salesman, and traveling salesman, and in the course of 
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time established himself as a universal favorite with 
his employes, his associates, and his trade. He was a 
manly man and a conscientious worker, possessing the 
laudable ambition that joined to sterling qualities 
makes for success. 

In 1889 Mr. Cordier was elected second vice-presi- 
dent of the company and in 1892 he became first vice- 
president. His election as president followed in 1903, 
when he became the head of the representative house 
of his chosen industry. During his forty years with 
the company Mr. Cordier saw and participated in its 


wonderful development from a small concern to one 


employing 3,000 hands and known universally as the 
manufacturers of the famous Agate nickel-steel ware. 
The principal factories of the Lalance & Grosjean 
Mfg. Co. are located at Woodhaven, L. I., where they 
have an immense plant, and in addition to the large 
branch houses in Chicago and Boston they operate 
their own rolling mills at Harrisburg, Pa. The build- 
ings of the home plant cover about sixteen acres, 
stretching out on one avenue for a distance of 1,180 
feet with a uniform depth of 400 feet. The sheet-steel 
rolling mill at Harrisburg was established in 1895 and 
occupies twenty acres of ground. Taken altogether, 
the establishments of the company constitute a mam- 
moth industry. 

As head of this great business Mr. Cordier not only 
gained the respect of all those who came in contact 
with him but he was beloved by associates and com- 
petitors alike. He had a strong personality, but it was 
of the kind that attracts rather than repels and his 
personal friends were legion. As a man of liberal 
thoughts and views he took a deep interest in affairs 
and his advice in weighty matters was eagerly sought. 
He was president of the Woodhaven Water Supply 
Co, and a member of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, also of the following clubs: The Union League 
Club and the Fulton Club of Manhattan, and the Dri- 
ving Club and Montauk Club of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Cordier leaves a widow, a son sixteen years old, 
and a daughter of seventeen, The family has the sin- 
cerest sympathy of all who knew the lamented husband 
and father, and the trade realizes that it has suffered a 
distinct loss.

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DEVELOPMENT OF A MITER PATTERN. 








BY LOUIS OEHRING. 
Having had a number of demonstrations on devel- 
opment of shapes pertaining to pipe and kindred arti- 
cles, I shall in this issue change the subject and try and 
interest those who may desire to see something pub- 
lished on miter cutting, 
In presenting these articles to the reader it is not

my wish to teach those who already know. No doubt 
there may be some that are prone to criticise this 
article because they have the opinion that the majority 
of the journeymen of the sheet metal craft are con- 
versant with this pattern. This article is not written 
for the benefit of the pattern cutter, for he should 
know all about this problem. It is written for the 
benefit of those few who do not know and wish to 
learn. The intent of the article is also to treat it as a 
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liminary work necessary in more complicated patterns 
is dispensed with. For this reason I believe a great 
many know how to cut this pattern, but still do not 
know what relation it bears to other patterns. 

In Fig. 1 is shown a perspective view of a square 
outside cornice miter. This is as the miter would ap- 
pear to the eye after the parts necessary for it :have 
been formed up and soldered together. 

In Fig. 2 we have a 
proper projection or 


' working drawing of the 


miter shown in Fig. 1. 
Here is shown the ele- 
vation of the piece of 
molding on the end of 
which the miter is cut. 
The outline from A fol- 
lowing the numerals to 
B is the profile of the 
cornice, and from this 
we find that profile is 
often applied to what 
would technically be a 
section, which we have 
here shown, taken on 
line GHvof plan, The 
plan is here shown by 
ABCDEF. EF 
represents the miter line 


or the line of intersec-

molding necessary to 
make the miter. After the elevation has been drawn 
the outline of the plan is drawn, then the miter line, 
and from the elevation are projected to the plan vari- 
ous points as shown, the curve of the profile having 
first been divided into any number of equal spaces. 
Where the points have been located on the miter line, 
draw lines parallel to AB and BC, as shown, which 
will complete the plan view. Draw line AB of pat- 
tern of an indefinite length at right angles to BC of 
plan., On this line set off the various spaces shown 
in section, starting by taking the dimension from B to 
I and setting it off as shown,

problem to bring to the front the underlying principles, 
which, in my experience, I have found so many are 
not as well conversant with as they should be, or, 
again, as a great many think they are. 

Miter cutting has for its foundation practical pro- 
jection drawing. In practice a great deal of the pre- 





and continue for each space 
until all the spaces have been 
transferred: This is called 
the stretchout of the molding, 
and represents the molding 
flattened out. Draw lines 
through these points parallel 
to BC, and project the vari- 
ous points from the miter line 
to the lines of the pattern that 
are represented there by sim- 
ilar numerals as those appear- 
ing in the elevation. Through 
the points established by the 
crossing of the lines projected to the pattern draw 
the curved and broken lines as shown. We have now 
the completed pattern. 
Now, by examining Fig. 2, it will be seen that line 
AB of pattern could have been drawn at right angles 
to AB of plan, and ‘by continuing the operation as be- 
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fore the same: pattern.could be obtained; and by so 
doing it will be found that lines projected from the 
miter line to the pattern would fall on the same lines 
as those projected from the elevation to the plan. If 
that is true, the drawing of the plan is unnecessary to 
develop the pattern. We can therefore arrive at the 
same results by developing direct from the profile of 
the cornice shown in the elevation or from the section, 
both being the same in shape. 

In Fig. 3 is shown how the pattern is developed in 
practice, either from profile or from the section. The 
procedure of getting the stretchout is the same as in 
Fig. 2. The line BA of pattern Fig. 3 is a continua- 
tion of line BA of profile. It can also be drawn 
parallel to it, but never at right angles for a square 
cornice miter. This shorter method applies only to 
square miters, 

It very often happens that the conditions in the 
shop will not permit the development of the pattern 
as shown in Fig. 3. There may be no T-square, the 
drawing board may not be large enough or the profile 
of the cornice may be so large that there would be no

room for the stretchout on the drawing board. We, 
therefore, must resort to still another way. 

First draw the section as shown in Fig. 4. Divide 
the curved lines into any number of equal parts. Draw 
lines from these points to line B A and at right angles 
to it. Draw line BA of pattern. This can be drawn 
direct on the material from which the pattern is to be 
cut. On this line set off the stretchout the same as in 
Figs. 2 and 3. Through the points on the line BA 
of pattern draw parallel lines at right angles to it. 
Now, with dividers or trammels transfer dimensions 
from section to pattern. Point B will fall on B. Take 
distance from B to 1 of section and transfer to 1 to C 
of pattern. The distance from line B A to 2 of section 
is the same as B1, therefore the same dimension can 
be set off from 2 of pattern. Continue this until all 
the dimensions have been transferred to pattern. 
Through the points now established draw the irregular 
outline shown by BCA, and this completes the pat- 
tern. The small dots shown on pattern near outline 
show where pattern is to be prick-marked for bending.

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THE POWERS CHIMNEY TOP.

All the bearing is on a pivot next 
to the cover, where the weight is, and the wind blow- 
ing past the side of the cover and not through it in- 
creases the draught. A wire ring under the lug on the 
center post above the brace prevents the cover from 
blowing off.

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MALAY STATES TIN. 








United States Consul-General D. A. Wilbur of 
Singapore has sent an interesting report to the state 
department on the tin production of the Malay states 
for the first six months of 1906. He says the output 
of all the tin-bearing states of the Malay peninsula 
for the first six months of 1905 and 1906, expressed 
in tons of 2,240 pounds, was 24,940 and 23,985, re- 
spectively. 

The amount of export duty, in United States cur- 
rency, was $2,642,333 in 1906 and $2,448,990 in 1905. 

The amount of tin exported from the Straits Settle- 
ments to the United States in the first seven months of 
1903 was 13,671 tons. In 1906 the amount sent to the 
United States was 8,115 tons. 

Shipments of tin direct to the United States have 
fallen off greatly the past three years. For the first 
seven months of this year they were 40 per cent less 
than during the same period in 1903, while the ship- 
ments to England increased 33% per cent. This, says 
Consul Wilbur, shows a growing tendency on the part 
of American buyers to purchase what is known as 
London optional shipments—that is, tin shipped to 
London, optional rate, by payment of one shilling per 
ton in addition to the English or continental rate of 
27s. 6d. per ton. Goods shipped by this optional rate 
can be unloaded in England, put in store, held, and 
shipped to America without extra cost when it suits 
the sellers’ convenience. The rate of freight on tin to 
New York, via Suez Canal direct, is 20s. or 8s. 6d. 


’ less than optional rate per ton. 


London, says the consul, controls the tin market, 
and America consumes 40 per cent of the world’s out- 
put. As long as the bulk of American purchases are 
made through or in London the situation will probably 
remain the same. It would seem advisable for Ameri- 
can buyers of tin to break away from London influence 
and control by purchasing in the peninsula and ship- 
ping direct to the United States, thereby saving 8s. 6d. 
per ton on freight, plus the middleman’s profit, at the 
same time eliminating from the London market the in- 
fluence of heavy American orders. All orders from 
London or elsewhere are filled by agents on the spot 
who buy from the Straits Trading Company, the agent 
who can pay the highest price securing the product on 
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an open market. The Straits Trading Company, as the 
only smelters in the Malay states, have a monopoly 
of that branch of the business.

A CHEAPER STEEL PROCESS, 


The Bureau of Manufactures of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, at Washington, has received 
word from D. H. Ross, Canadian commercial agent at 
Melbourne, of the invention of a new process by two 
Australians for the continuous treatment of iron ore. 

The process is called the Heskett-Moore process 
for directly converting iron ore into malleable iron or 
steel by a continuous system, and it is claimed that it 
effects a saving of 25 per cent in manufacture. The 
ore is simply concentrated by ordinary methods, or if 
it is magnetic it is separated electrically until the pure 
oxide of iron is obtained. The oxide of iron is passed 
through a revolving cylinder heated by waste gases 
from subsequent operations and brought in that cylin- 
der to a dull red heat. It drops from the cylinder to 
a second similar cylinder, and in the latter it is 
brought in contact with the deoxidizing gas, which is 
forced through and brought into contact with the 
heated ore. The heated ore is thus converted into 
pure iron. Accompanied by the deoxidizing gas, it is 
passed into a third chamber, or melting hearth, where 
it falls into a bath of molten iron and is converted 
directly into steel or balled up as malleable iron. 

The savings claimed for the process are those of 
time, labor—the whole process being automatic—fuel 
and avoidance of flux. The inventors claim that they 
have discovered a direct method of producing steel 
from one operation instead of using the blast furnace 
and converter.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Demand for all classes of hardware continues ex- 
tremely active, but jobbers and dealers continue to ex- 
perience difficulty in securing prompt shipment of their 
orders. For this the widely prevalent car shortage is 
partly responsible. 

Recent advances in the prices of raw copper and 
tin have caused corresponding advances in copper 
goods and tinware, and an upward tendency is re- 
marked in all lines of metal goods as a natural con- 
sequence of the active demand for metals and the in- 
adequacy of the supply. Builders’ hardware is in such 
strong. demand in all sections of the country that or- 
ders are accumulating in the hands of the manufac- 
turers and foresighted builders are ordering for future 
delivery. The situation in the hardware trade reflects 
the unprecedented prosperity of the country, but in the 
face of, stocks that are undergoing rapid deflection 
dealers generally await supplies with some anxiety, es- 
pecially as the holiday season approaches with rapid 
strides. Collections continue good. 


TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market continues very firm. An im- 
mense amount of business is being booked by all in- 
terests, though the canning consumption is practically 


over for the year. The car shortage is causing con- 
siderable annoyance, A sharp advance in prices is 
looked for in some quarters, but mill prices are un- 
changed on the basis of $3.75 per box of 100 lbs. for 
coke tins, 14x20 inches. The London tin plate market 
is steady at 14s.

COPPER. : 

In the London copper market standard copper war- 
rants showed a marked reaction early in the week as 
a result of profit-taking by leading bull operators in 
that speculative center. The fluctuations of the Lon- 
don market had the effect of unsettling the minds of 
New York buyers and the New York market was 
quiet. Exports from New York for the first 23 days 
of the present month were 11,116 tons. Domestic 


consumers bought only in small filling-in quantities 
for prompt and nearby deliveries, most of the new 
transactions being in electrolytic copper, which was 
quoted at 23c for spot and 22%c for November and 
December deliveries. 

Possibly owing to reports from the Michigan mines 
that this year’s copper output, owing to labor troubles, 
internal disturbances, and other minor causes, will not 
differ greatly from the amount produced in 1905, and 
that no great increase in lake production is likely for 
some time to come, a sharp advance of 2 cents per Ib. 
for lake copper was noted on Thursday of this week. 
Sellers are profiting on copper held by them and quo- 
tations on lake copper are 24c to 24%c in car lots for 
prompt shipment; small lots, 4c to “ec higher; cast- 
ing copper, 2334c to 24\4c.

MERCHANT BARS. 


There has been a steady, firm market at Pittsburg, 
with good demand for both iron and steel bars. Large 
tonnages of bar iron are being negotiated for in Chi- 
cago and specifications are up to the full capacity of 
the mills. Specifications of steel bars are heavy and 
deliveries slow, $2 premiums being paid for early 
shipments. 

Quotations, f. o. b. Pittsburg, are: 

Common bars, 1.60¢c in car lots, 1:65c, in less than 
carloads; steel bars, 1.50c; channels, angles, zees and 
tees, under 3-inch, 1.60c. Differentials on steel: Less 
than 2,000 pounds, roc advance; less than 1,000 
pounds, of a size, 30c advance. 





PIG IRON. 

Domestic furnaces having proved unable to supply 
the continued strong demand for pig iron, many 
foundry interests were compelled to turn this week to 
the English and Scotch markets and speculative ship- 
ments of foreign metal also began. These imports are 
expected to continue, the domestic demand being of 
unparalleled activity. Both northern and southern 
furnaces raised their prices during the week on spot 
and prompt deliveries of foundry and forge grades, 
and but little such iron was obtainable, even at the 
increased figures. 

In New York and the West the call for spot iron 


and for early delivery is insistent and there is a very: 


great scarcity of iron of desirable brands, some of the 
furnaces being out of the market entirely. 

Substantial premiums are being offered for spot and 
nearby delivery. Though little foreign iron has ac- 
tually arrived on this side yet, large orders have been 
placed in-England and Scotland and this metal will 
soon come in. But foundrymen prefer American iron 
when they can get it and the importations are not likely 
to affect domestic prices.

Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 
In spite of the increase in production of pig iron for Sep- 
tember, which rate of increase has been continued, there is no 
let-up in the urgency of the demand for iron for either im- 
mediate consumption or on time contracts. If this rate of 
increase continues during the balance of the year, it will 
serve very largely to take care of an excessive demand which 
is having a tendency to make a runaway market, the last thing 
desired by both producers and consumers. If this increase 
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will have its effect it will result in making the year 1906 the 
most successful and satisfactory in the history of the iron 
trade, not only from the point of production and consump- 
tion, but also from the point of view of the political econom- 
ists who point with pride to the long continued stability of 
the iron market through that period. For almost nine months 
the market held at a satisfactory level with practically no 
fluctuation, and the recent advances have only been those 
absolutely justified by the unusual conditions of abnormal 
consumption and decreased domestic production. 

Locally business is excellent and while the contracts 
placed for 1906 shipment are less than they have been, on ac- 
count of the absolute inability of furnaces to care for any 
additional tonnage for this year, the interest in 1907 busi- 
ness keeps up. 

The anticipated trouble in car supply and prompt trans 
portation after loading, is now at hand and has been a large 
factor in the delay experienced by consumers in getting ma- 
terial ordered. At some points it becomes so bad as to make 
necessary issuing of orders prohibiting acceptance of any 
heavy freight for twenty-four hours or longer, This was 
done by some roads last week and was made necessary by 
their congested condition. This car trouble manifests itself 
more strongly perhaps in the coke fields, and in spite of the 
favorable weather conditions which have held recently move- 
ment of coke from the Virginia, Pocahontas and Connellsville 
fields has all the appearance of regular mid-winter delay. 

Coke prices are ruling higher and the supply for anything 
like nearby shipment is exceedingly limited. Prices on 1907 
contracts are high and firm, with the best and more popular 
brands at a premium over the so-called market. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

This week has been particularly noticeable because of 
the demand for foundry iron for quick shipment. In- 
quiries and sales for next year have been good, but the 
consumers who want immediate delivery have been most in 
evidence, and they have turnished most of the excitement. 
As a matter of fact, the country has in furnace yards no 
reserve stock of iron at all. To make matters worse, most 
of the furnaces are behind on shipments of contract iron. 
Thus belated buyers or consumers who find that they will 
need more than they originally purchased have not a wide 
market from which to select. There are of course odd lots 
here and there, but that is about the extent of the spot 
supply, and it is not at all adequate for the present emer- 
gency. To-day the domestic consumption of iron is greater 
than ever before in the history of the country. When there 
was a similar condition of affairs in 1902 an immense quan- 
tity of English and German iron was brought over and 
dumped on the American market. This iron then cost all 
the way from $18 to possibly $19 f. o. b. Atlantic ports, duty 
paid. But to-day, while there are great stocks on hand in 
England, yet the market there and in Germany, too, is active 
and prices are high, so that relief in that direction is not 
likely. To-day foreign iron would probably cost, duty paid, 
to exceed $20.50 f. o. b. Atlantic port, and if there is a 
serious attempt on the part of America to buy iron abroad 
this price will likely be sharply advanced. Remembering that 
railroad freights to point of consumption, and the expense of 
doing business, must be added to these quotations, it is not 
probable that much foreign iron can be shipped to interior 
points, though the stringencv in New England and in points 
along the coast might possibly be relieved by importations. 

Coke has been unusually active, and there have been 
large purchases by furnace interests. Foundry coke has also 
been sold in considerable quantities. 

In Birmingham to-day spot iron cannot be quoted, as 
every transaction is a law unto itself. For next year from 
$17 to $17.50 is asked. No. 2 for next year is $20 f. o. b. 


Ohio furnace, as the supply is limited. 

It seems now as if all the iron that the country can pro- 
duce in the first half of 1907 will be sold before the new 
year comes. Prices are still going up hill. There is no 
question whatever in regard to the strength of the market, 
actually and statistically, and that the whole tendency is 
toward higher prices.
